Those walking over the Guy 
West bridge in the last few 
weeks might have noticed 
some rather large fish sur- 
facing on the American River. 
These are adult king salmon, 
returning from the sea to 
travel upstream to the place of 
their birth where they will 
spawn 

Before the American River 
was dammed at Folsom and 
Nimbus, the river contained 
an estimated 100 miles of 
stream in which the salmon 
could spawn. When these 
spawning areas were cut off 
by the dams, the Nimbus Fish 
Hatchery was built to compen- 
Sate 

The salmon usually start 
arriving at the hatchery near 


the end of September and a 
peak is usually reached in 
about mid-November. W.H 


‘Jock’ Jochimsen, one of the 


managers of the Nimbus 
operation, points out, 
however. that every year is 
different 

“Each year is a different 
story.”’ he said. **There are ac- 
tually less salmon this year 
than last year at the same 
time.’ 

When the salmon moving 
up the American reach the 
hitchery, they are directed 
into a *‘fish ladder’ by a rack 
that spans the width of the 
river. 

The fish ladder is like a 
series of long steps submerged 
in water. The salmon, who 
strive tO move upstream, 
climb the ladcer until they

eggs are taken. 


After climbing the fish ladder, the salmon are secured in holding tanks before their

reach the top, which is at the 
hatchery complex. Once 
there, they are directed into 
“holding tanks."’ where they 
are kept until they are 
processed by the hatchery 
personnel. 

The female salmon are 
killed by hatchery workers on 
“spawning days’ and their 
eggs are removed. Each 
female produces about 5,800 
eggs. The eggs are then fer- 
tilized with sperm (known as 
“milt’’) from the male 
salmon. Though it at first 
might seem to be cruel to kill 
the female salmon for their 
eggs, itis actually quite the op- 
posite. The females would die 
afterspawning anyway and by 
doing it in the hatchery. more 
young salmon survive 

The meat from the dead 
Salmon are given to various 
charitable organizations such 
as Folsom Prison. county 
jaiis, and Indian tribes in the 
state. 

This year, the hatchery is 
using a different method in 


killing the fish, according to 
Jochimsen. 

“We're not whacking them 
on the head like last year,"’ he 
Said. ‘We're using a knife and 
cutting their spinal cord.”’

manager at Nimbus, added 
that the use of rubber mallets 
“released a lot of hostilities: 
better than taking it out on the

It is obvious that both men 
enjoy their work. Jochimsen 
has been at Nimbus since 1965 
and Ducey since 1971. 

Nimbus is net enly involved 
in the hatching of the king 
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after spawning so the hat- 
chery releases the fish after 
they spawn 

The Nimbus Fish Hatchery 
is an excellent example of the 
multiple-use concept of water 
resources, producing an es- 
timated $10 million worth of 
salmon. The department of 
Fish and Game estimates that 
60 to 70 percent of the total 
number of king salmon caught 
along the California coast 
each year originates from the 
Sacramento River system. 

When asked if he ate a lot of 
sulmon, manager Ducey 
replied with a_ smile,

Cities face same problems

Mayor Richard Marriot 
participated in a “stew’’ on 
the quad yesterday afternoon. 


Other participants were 
Norman Better, Nancy 
Meidinger, and Marion 


McCamey. All were welcomed 
to pose questions to the guest. 

The discussion lasted over 
an hour and touched on many 
issues, Education being one of 
the key topics. Marriot 
seemed enthusiastic to see 
some reforms brought about 
in the system. Also discussed 
was the housing shortage in 
Sacramento. Marriot noted 
that Sacramento's population 
grows at a rate of almost 7 
percent a year. It is difficult to 


keep up with a city which is 
growing so fast, he said. He 
pointed out that land value is 
very high and that this adds to 
the problem of meeting a 
growing city’s needs. 

Also discussed were 
problems in city expansion, 
especially with ecology being 
pushed so hard these days 
Marriot said that city growth 
is stopped when so much em- 
phasis is put on ecology and 
environmental protection. He 
said that with all the rules and 
regulations to be met, it slows 
the ability of a city to meet its 
ever growing population. Mar- 
not ended by saying that he 
doesn't see our problems as 
being any different from those 
other large cities face. 
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the role of the press 


CBS News correspondent 
Gary Gates said that the Nix- 
on White House had a com- 
plete misunderstanding of the 
role of a free press in society. 

Gates, who appeared on 
campus Tuesday, has written 
a book. along with his 
colleague Dan Rather, on the 
White House during the Nixon 
presidency. 

The book is the best-selling 
Palace Guard and Gates said 
that Nixon and the men 
around him ‘‘did not 
understand the role of the 
press, the congress, the 
cabinet.”’ 

“They never referred to the 
press as the press,” he said. 
“They referred to it as the 


media: something to be 
manipulated, to control to 
their own pu ; 


rposes.”’ 

Gates believes that the 
“siege mentality” began in 
the White House around the 
time of the Chappaquiddick in- 
cident. That was when 
Edward Kennedy left the 
scene of an automobile ac- 
cident he had caused and the 
woman passenger he was rid- 
ing with was killed. The event 
toppied Kennedy's immediate 
presidential hopes. 

Gates said that with the 
downfall of Kennedy, Nixon 
believed that there was no 
democrat who could defeat 
him for re-election. With this, 
he said, brought an arrogance 
and over-confidence which led 
Nixon to believe that he could 
do as he pleased. Gates said 
that the eventual climax of 
this mentality was Watergate. 

“The threat from the left 
disappeared with Chap- 
paqiddick,’’ he said 

Gates recounted examples 
of the massive ‘‘public 
relations’ campaigns run by 
the White House at different 
times. He told of one time 
where photographers were led 
to the top of a bluff at San 
Clemente. The photographers 
wondered why they had been 
marched up the hill) A 
presidential aide pointed out a 
man walking alone along the 
beach. It was Nixon. Gates 
said it was an attempt to por- 
tray Nixon as a ‘man of the 
sea’’, which the Kennedys had 
all been known for. 

Gates said that 
basic problem was _ his 
inability feel secure with 
people, even though he had 
achieved the presidency. 
which most people would con- 

sider an ego expanding 
position. This analysis of Nix- 
on has been developed much 
over the years. 

Gates said that Nixon felt 
this insecurity on the cam- 
paign trail. 

‘*When Nixon went 
somewhere, he tried to 
become what (the people in a 
certain region) wanted."’ 

Gates described Nixon's 
state of mind on the night of his 
landslide re-election “If ever 
there was a moment that a 
person would want to share 
...’ But the former president 
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spent much of the night alone 
in a secluded room in the 
White House, watching the 
election returns on television. 

After his presentation, 
Gates opened the floor to ques- 
tions. In answer to one ques- 
tion, he said that he did not 
know exactly how future his- 
torians would rate Nixon's 
performance in office. But he 
said that there would be no 
doubt about his guilt in the 
Watergate mess. He also said 
the nation’s fear of 
impeachment as an attack on 
the presidency is gone 
forever. 


New Hornet 
Editor must 
play along 


There are indications that 
the choice of the next Hornet 
editor will be politically 
motivated. 

Chris Cervantes, chairper- 
son of the student senate, said 
in a harried conversation that 
she would do everything she 
could do to prevent Dave 
Miller or Jim Austin, two 
reporters on the Hornet , from 
obtaining the editorship. She 
also indicated that she did not 


‘want either Miller or Austin to 


cover the weekly student 
senate meetings. 

The senate has recently 
been dismayed with Miller 
and Austin because of their 
reportage on senate meetings 

Under present Associated 
Students (AS) statutes. the 
campus media board is given 
authority to appoint the editor, 
with the approval of the AS 
president. The senate is now 
attempting to gain the power 
of confirmation of the editor

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Nixon misunderstood Handicap discrimination complaint 


filed against library by student 


George Watson, a 
physically disabled student 
who applied for employment 
at the library this fall, has 
filed a complaint with the 
state higher education com- 


mission charging dis- 
crimination against the 
disabled. 


As of July 1, 1974, physical 
disability has been on the list 
of discriminatory practices of 
the state’s Fair Employment 
Practices Act. 

The law says that no 
business or institution can 
refuse to hire a _ person 
because of “race, credd. 
color, national origin, sex, or 
physical handicap.” 

At the beginning of the 
semester, Watson obtained a 
letter from one of the library 
supervisors which said that 
the sole r_ason he had not been 
hired was because of his 
disability. Watson had not 
been interviewed by anyone in 
the library, later research in- 
dicated, but he had spoken to 
some of the administrative 
personnel there. 


On the strength of the letter 
he had been given, Watson 
determined that he had been 
discriminated against. He 
showed the letter to the cam- 
pus legal aid office. The at- 
torney. Don Fraulob,  in- 
dicated that he believed dis- 
crimination had taken place. 

Watson had another letter 
from the previous year, 
written by a former super- 
visor no longer employed at 
the library, which stated out- 
right that it was policy not to 
hire disabled persons because 
of what was called the 
physically demanding tasks of 
the jobs. 

The Hornet interviewed 
various administrative per- 
sonnel at the library to deter- 
mine what some of these tasks 
were which physically 
disabled persons would have a 
hard time performing. Watson 
has a slight disability in his 
right hand which makes it im- 
possible for him to type 
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“They (employees) have to 
stack books. It takes two good 
hands to stack books,” said 
one supervisor. ‘They have to 
push a bookcart. It takes two 
good hands to do that. They 
have to do filing. You can’t do 
that with just one good hand.”’ 
This person also said that 
most employees must in- 
variably put up book shelves 
in the course of the job. 


Watson had been 
previously employed in the 
Administration Building as a 
filing clerk. 


Watson felt that he had not 
been given a fair chance to 
prove his skills. He believed 
that the library had used a 
blanket discrimination 
against the disabled to keep 
from hiring him. He also ques- 
tioned whether the ad- 
ministrators at the library had 
the competence to determine 
if he was able or unable to per- 
form a particular task. 


“What are they, doctors? 
They're not doctors,"’ he said. 

No official interview of 
Watson had been conducted by 
the library. Fraulob felt that 
because of this, a provable 
case of discrimination had not 
taken place. He said that the 
only thing which was ab- 
solutely provable was an “‘at- 
titude, a state of mind’ which 
would inevitably lead to dis- 
crimination against the 


physically disabled. 
When a student applies for 
employment at the library.

the name of that person is put 
on file in the personnel office. 
When an opening occurs in a 
particular department, the 
personnel director, Robert 
Krebs, sends about seven or 
eight names to the particular 
department supervisor, after 
screening the applications. 
The supervisor will contact 
perhaps five of the seven or 
eight. for an interview. The 
others are not contacted. 


Krebs said that he nad sent 
Watson's application to two of 
the supervisors. But, he says 
apparently neither of the two 
contacted him. The Hornet 
asked for the names of the two 
supervisors so that they could 
be interviewed, but library 
director Gordon Martin 
refused to reveal the names, 
Stating “It’s a _ personnel 
matter’ and not public in- 
formation. 

But Krebs said that it would 
make no difference since the 


fact of Watson's disability is ~ 


not indicated on 
plication. 

So it was Fraulob's belief 
that discrimination had not 
tuken place because Watson 
had never been officially 
interviewed for a job. He had 
never been officially told that 
he was not being hired 
because of disability. He only 
had two letters which in- 
dicated. unofficially, an at- 
titude on the part of certain 
personel at the library. 

At this time, Watson is 
awaiting action from. the 
higher education commission.

Many people have been 
skiing for years without 
serious Injury, and some of 
these people have been in ex- 
treme danger. Racers, for ex- 
ample, seldom suffer serious 
injury. Why” They are in good 
physical condition, they use 
dependabie equipment. they 
know what they are doing 


Being in good physical con- 
dition is the best way to avoid 
injury. A skier must be flex- 
ible in movements, and sen- 
sitive to the ever-changing ter- 
rain. Physical condition plays 
a major role in falls—good 
physical condition will protect 
muscles. and tendons even in 
bad falls. 


Another way to increase the 
amount of safety is to use 
dependable, quality 
equipment. The boots should 
fit properly (not too tight and 
not too loose), skiis should be 
strong enough and the proper 
size, bindings should release 
before the pressure from the 
fall breaks a bone or sprains a 
muscle 


Take lessons from qualified 
instructors. The instructor 
can show you techniques and 
give tips that you would 
otherwise never learn. S/he 
can tell you exactly what you 
are doing wrong right when 
you do it, and correct the error 
immediately. 


Also remember to watch 
out for other skiers. Be a 
defensive skier. The down hill 
skier has the right of way 
Alter all, s/he cannot see you 
in time to avoid 2 collision but 
you can see him--or her 

Finally, ski with a friend. 
Never ski alone.

feels that some groups on 
campus have not been 
represented.

Women’s Caucus sent a 
letter to Bond, recommending 
two Caucus members, neither 
of which were appointed tothe 
commission 

Bond replied that he had 
gone through the proper 
channels in appointing com- 
mittee members and that 
there was already a sufficient 
number of members on the 
commission. 

Smith pointed out. 
however’ that the number of 
members on a commission is 
arbitrary at best, and that two 
more members could have 
been included.

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Nicholas Von Hoffman 
Washington thrashing about 


With each announcement of 
more layoffs, the thrashing 
about in Washington grows 
more thoughtlessly energetic. 
Eric Sevareidis already on the 
tube suggesting a !9th cen- 
tury, imperialistic jihad to 
lower the price of foreign oil. 
while calmer spirits argue for 
gasoline rationing and still 
others back off from balan- 
cing the Federal budget in the 
face of the dreudful news from 
Chrysler. Such admixtures of 
hysteria and despair can 
make for a very long. very 
unnecessary recession. 

This isn’t 1941 and war isn't 
going to help the economy. 
Vietnam was bad enough. but. 
with our present debt struc- 
ture. a wild and expensive ride 
into the camel and oi! country 
will do for the dollar what 
World War I did for the Czarist 
ruble. As for gas rationing or 
oi! import quotas, you just 
watch the car sales then. 
There won't be anybody wor- 
king at Chrysler. 

Less emotional people are 
advocating public service 
jobs deficit spending and 
wage, price and profit con- 
trols. The first two were 
among the remedies which 
didn't get us out of the Great 
Depression. They also tried 
to use controls in the ‘30’s to 
put a floor, not a ceiling, on 


prices, and that didn’t work 
very weil either. 

Today the only segment of 
the working force where wage 
controls might heip is with 
government employees, but 
Congress can take care of that 
more simply by stopping those 
inflationary salary raises. The 
private or economically 
productive part of the working 
force is actually failing to keep 
up with the cost of living. so 
there's no need to slap controls 
on them. 

Nobody knows how to run 
price controls without black 
markets and shortages. Profit 
control is easier to administer. 
However, money is without 
patriotism and will always 
seek the highest rate of return. 
So it will flee abroud, thus dep- 
riving us of the investment 
capital we need here unless we 
try to block it—in which case 
the dollar will probably 
collapse, and it'll be curtains 
for international trade and a 
lot of other stuff, too. 

Deficit spending is more 
enticing. The trouble with itis 
a widget known as the 
“Phillips curve,”’ which is 
what the economists call the 
graph that shows how much 
employment you get from how 
much inflation. In the last 10 
years the Phillips curve has 
gone flooey. If you look at the 
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graph these days, all you’ll see 
is a lot of dots which, should 
you draw a line through them, 
den’t yield a curve but rather 
something that resembles the 
Big Dipper. In short, over the 
years the structure of our 
economy has changed so 
much that inflation, 
heretofore the most reliable 
method of combatting unem- 
ployment, doesn’t work any 
more. 

Actually, it probably in- 
creases joblessness for. 
although low levels of inflation 
may give the economy a tic- 
kle, the rates we have now are 
destroying the very pur- 
chasing power needed to 
create jobs. If you have to en- 
dorse your entire paycheck 
over to the A&P every week, 
you don't have much left to 
buy Chrysler products with. 

Even without a downward 
swoosh of the business cycle, 
we'd be having serious em- 
ployment problems. Our work

Women assign own roles

with a remark such as, “A 
woman's proper role is the 
bearing and raising of 
children,” I write the speaker 
off as being as stupid as the 
comment; surely no-one could 
be so foolish as to say (let 
alone believe) such a thing.

How to lose $5 legally

Want to lose $5? If not, 
better be sure you stay within 
the letter of the law and not 
just the intent 

Within a 60 feet by 425 feet 
area of the south parking lot, 
about 30 students per day are 
being cited for “ Parking in the 
driving lane within lot.”” A 
better description than the 
word ‘‘cited’’ might be 
“ripped off.”’ 

When the repaving of the 
south lots was stopped in early 
October this year, the eastern 
portion of the first lot would of 
the new library was lett un- 
paved. The lines in this old 
portion are partially 
obliterated. The room 
available for parking at the 
south end of this gravel section 
was expanded, but not 
marked. 

in the new sections border- 
ing the old, the distance 
between curbs and center 
lines which mark new driving 
lanes is 12 feet. However the 
unmarked distance between 
the new adjacent roadway 
center line and this old sec- 
tion’s gravel parking spaces 
ranges from 4 feet to 77 feet. 
This “driving lane’’ of about 60 
feet average width is daily 
narrowed %y students who are 
ticketed for assuming that this 
gravel area is available for 
parking. 

The apparentiy think it 
reasonable to leave a lane 20 
feet wide on one side when it is 
only 12 feet wide on the other 
Who would think that the full 
width (up to 77 feet wide!) 
would still constitute a driving 
lane” 

Yet, this 7s the position 
taken by Oft: er Racine of our 
Campus Security Police when 
queried on November 14 and 
15. He was the person inter- 
viewed when I asked to see the 
man who could change policy 
regarding citations in this 


area. His summary of policy is 
that cars are to be cited in any 
area not clearly marked for 
especially 


parking when 





there are so many _ spots 
available a few feet further 
south (') 

He also affirmed that 
ticketing in this area has been 
going on for over a month 
Fans, 30 days times 30 cars 
equals over 900 students at $5 
each, for a total of over $4,500 
student dollars from this 
small area of totally un- 
marked gravel! 

Racine added that he was 
sure the lot would be repaved 
and remarked during 
semester break, over five 
weeks away. When asked if 
the number of tickets in this 
area had prompted campus 
police to initiate any action to 
rectify the situation, he res- 
ponded, “I'll bet you haven't 
parked there since you got 
your ticket.” 

Is this law enforcement ser- 
vice? Students are paying $150 
a day for lack of a few dollars 
worth of line-painting! 

A rationale repetitively ex- 
pounded by Racine was that 
one could blame the day's first 
drivers who park adjacent to 
the faded old line markers. He 
Said that these drivers should 
know they are parking 
illegally, and they sucker in all 
the others who ‘‘do not bother 
to pay attention to the down- 
the-line marked spaces” 
because there are cars 
already parked outside the 
lines. 

But, he pointed out, Cam- 
pus Police have to cite all of 
the cars ‘‘to be fair."' The real 
problem is that students 
“park. wherever they think 
they can get away with it,”’ he 
suid 

I am appreciative that he 
took considerable time to talk 
with me twice and was quite 
courteous. I am_ intensely 
disappointed for each of us at 
his failure to see the student 
viewpoint Racine namet! 
several places where tickets: 
have been given consistently 
for yeurs' 

His department should feel 
some responsibility to initiate 
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change when some inexpen- 
sive additional paint and/or 
signs could prevent pocket- 
book damage to many hun- 
dreds of well-intentioned 
students. Now that would be 
fair' 


Is it not reasonable to as- 
sume that an area that has 
been expanded for parking is 
to be used for parking? Is it not 
reasonable upon arriving at 
school to be intent upon class 
and the closest apparently 
available parking spot, rather 
than concentrating upon gues- 
sing official intent about un- 
marked or poorly marked 
areas? 


Is it not reasonable to as- 
sume that it is enough to leave 
open a driving lane double the 
width of the one on the other 
side of the roadway? Is it not 
reasonable to assume that it is 
OK to park where every day 
for a month over 30 cars have 
parked without any official 
painting or sign restrictions?

force is no longer dominated 
by adult males. Young pecple 
and older females are coming 
onto the job market in such 
large numbers that we haven't 
been able to accommodate 
them, even though there are 
more people working at more 
jobs than ever before in our 
history. 

A few economists have 
dared to propose we open up 
new job opportunities by ex- 
empting teenagers from the 
minimum wage law. That idea 
has gotten precisely nowhere, 
since labor and management 
both prefer to keep fewer 
people emploved at higher 
wages than more at lower 
ones. 

This is one of the reasons 
why when employment drops 
and consumer demund slumps 
prices don't follow. The 
lavofis at Chrysler will cut 
unneeded production. — but 
what few automobiles are 
made will cost just as much to 
make as betore. Thus 
Chrysler can't hope to recall 
its workers by attracting new 
customers by slashing prices 

By fostering a system in 
which prices don't come down 
when incomes do, we've com- 
plicated the task of achieving 
full employment. We've also 
cancelled out much of the good 
effects of the unemployment 
compensation program. With 
prices fixed at mgidly high 
levels the unemploved 
workers buy'ng power is cut. 
thereby reducing the demand 
for products and the jobs 
needed to manufacture them 


The whole economy is 
booby-trapped with devices 
that prevent prices from 
falling. Many companies are 


locked into situations where 


transportation. 
serviced by the best. — 


any kind of price cut is tan- 
tumount to bankruptcy, while. 
on the workers’ side, a two- 
tiered labor market has 
developed in which one class 
of employees, regardless of 
their productivity or 
usefulness, is guaranteed 
high-paying jobs at the same 
time the bottom tier is washed 
in and out of low-paying. 
insecure positions 

We don’t have te stay in this 
bind. It’s politicaliy possible 
for wages to fall as well as to 
rise, if workers have some 
form of second income. Unem- 
plov ment comp is a primitive 
way of doing that, but for 
years now there have been 
more sophisticated proposals 
for second incomes based on 
such ideas as profit sharing 
and worker stock ownership. 

It makes more sense than 
an Americun expeditionary 
force in Arabia

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Con’d from page 3 
policewomen, the few women 
that were in the office found 
themselves learning the 
“tricks of the trade” in order 
that they could then be of ad- 
ditional help to the limited 
staff of officers. 

According to Dorothy, it 
was during these early years 
that she learned to work with 
and help the male officers. 
‘We all knew each other well 
then. and we ali worked well 
together.’ It was at this point 
that she realized the role 
women would someday play in 
law enforcement. 

Although at first, women 
were only used in the office for 
paper work and follow-up 
work, their roles soon ex- 
panded into other areas such 
as jail duty and working with 
juvenile problems. With time. 





Dorothy finally worked her 
way into the investigative 
division. There, she proved 


herself as viable an inves- 
tigator as any man. 

Today, the Sacramento 
County Sheriff's Office has 
more than 50 women working 
on a variety of assignments. 
Whether it be airport duty or 
working with juveniles, the 
women are sworn officers. 
With the exception of the few 
“old timers’’ that had to learn 
by experience as Dorothy did, 
these women have undergone 
complete and intensive train- 


ing at the department's 
academy. 
Female cadets at the 


academy undergo the same 
extensive training as their 
male counterparts and ac- 
cording to Dorothy, are being 
graduated as fully capable as 
many of the male officers. She 
explained, “It's not the sex 
that’s so important, rather, 
the quality of people that are 
being recruited.’ She con- 
tinued emphasizing, ‘‘We are 
recruiting the right kind of 
people and it is showing up.”

As a result of this training. 
Dorothy forsees women even- 
tually serving as patrol of- 
ficers in Sacramento County. 
“Many officers like to work 
with women and the 
movement is certainly toward 
women as patrol officers.” 
She continued saying. 
“Women have proven 
themselves to be of definite 
value for inves- 
tigations—especially in cases 
of child molest and rape, and 
there is no reason to believe 
they cannot become just as 
helpful in the field 

According to Dorothy, the 
sheriff's department is chang- 
ing and improving in other 
ways aside from just the per- 
sonnel aspects. The training 
and equipment is continuously 
changing and improving. For 
example, in addition to the 
academy and continuous 
department offered courses, 
the sheriff's office is now 
offering an educational incen- 
tive program. 

Looking back on the people 
she has served under, she 
finds praise for them. all. 
Sheriff Cox, who held the 
position for 38 years was a 
“good politician’’ and Sheriff 
Misterly was ‘‘a real cop.”’ It 
is Lowe, however, that she 
credits fro making the 
department open to a lot of 
new ideas—especially in 
regard to education. 

During her last 6 months on 
the force, she was transferred 
back to the juvenile division 
and specialized in the inves- 
tigation of missing children. 
Although Dorothy has done 
everything from murder 
investigation to dispatching, 
she has most enjoyed working 
with children. Until recently. 
the sheriff's office had little 
provision for extended sear- 
ches for missing children. The 
advent pf such a program, she 
explains, “is one of the most 
notuble improvements the 
department has made."’ 

She tells of a young man 
who she counseled many 
years back after he had gotten 
himself into trouble. She told 
him that every time he got into 
trouble, it was like he was 
scarring his hands—although 
the pain may leave, the record 
will always be there. Many 
years after the incident. she 
again came across the man, 
and was thanked for setting 
him straight. “It happens all 


the time.”’ she explained. 
“That's the reason I've 
thoroughly enjoyed my 
work.
